ABSTRACT 


A telephone comprises a camera, a display and processing 
and communication circuitry. The camera is located in a 
first body part of the telephone and the display is 
located in a second body part of the telephone. The body 
parts are joined via a tilt and swivel hinge, which 
allows movement of the body parts between at least a 
first and a second position relative to each other. The 
first relative position is such that the camera and the 
display are facing in a first direction. The second 
relative position is such that the camera and the 
display are facing in substantially different 
directions. The hinge can actuate electric switching 
means connected to the circuitry in the telephone when 
allowing movement of the body parts between the two 
positions relative to each other. The processing and 
communication circuitry is configured to detect the 
actuation of the electric switching means. 
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
